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‘WEATHERMEN ANSWER 


MURDER 


Last Saturday the Weathermen Underground blew two 
Offices of the California Department of Corrections, 
one each in San Francisco and Sacramento, as well as 
an office of the Department of Rehabilitation in San 
Mateo, Saturday was the day of George Jackson’s funeral. 

In the Sacramento case a woman caller identified 
herself as a member of Weathermen and in San Fran- 
cisco the Examiner newspaper, one of the two dailies, 
received a letter which said in part: 

‘On Saturday, August 21, George Jackson, Black 
Warrior, revolutionary leader, political prisoner was 
shot dead by racist forces at San Quentin... 

“Tonight, the offices of the California system in San 
Francisco and Sacramento were attacked, One outraged 
response to the assassination of George Jackson,” 

Immediately after George Jackson was killed the 
San Quentin authorities claimed that he had been killed 
trying to escape after two other convicts and three 
guards were killed, But John Cluchette, one of George’s 
co-defendants in the Soledad Brothers case, said in 
a note smuggled out of the prison that the guards 
started firing and George ran into the courtyard to 
draw their fire away from everybody else, There he was 
shot in the back but was only wounded, Then, Cluchette 
said, another guard came up and shotGeorge in the head. 

Damage was estimated at $50,000 in the blast at the 
historic waterfront Ferry Building in San Francisco, 
The bomb exploded floor offices of the psychiatric 
clinic for prison parolees, No estimate of damage was 
available in the explosion of the 17 story state office 
tower in Sacremento, California’s capitol but a $30,000 
to $50,000 estimate was given for the San Mateo 
blow-up, The one story building had most of its interior 
walls demolished, 

Saturday’s work was the first attack by the Weather 
Underground since the Capitol bombing last February 
in response to the invasion of Laos by imperialist 
forces, The latest action shows the level of sophistication 
that the Weather people have achieved, 

The buildings were open to the public and had no 
guards per se, but in the San Francisco bombing 
someone went in after the five o’clock closing and

Well, folks, the winds of change have swept their 
charismatic way across the virgin fields of Alberta 
the result being a new Progressive (sick) Conservative 
government holding the reigns of power, 

As the Straight is approaching its deadline Monday 
night your struggling reporter is chagrined to report 
that his predictions of Social Credit victory have been 
dashed and the P,C,’s are on the way in, 

At 11:00 p.m. Monday night Peter Lougheed and his 
merry men were presumably elected in 40 seats, were 
leading in 6 more and were thus virtually assured of 
more than the 38 seats they would need for a majority 
in the 75 seat house, 

This compares to the presumed elected 22 seats 
for the Social Credit party who were also leading in 6, 
The NDP was leading in one riding, that of Grant Notely, 
provincial leader of the party. 

The three main party leaders were all re-elected 
‘while provincial Liberal leader Bob Russell was going 
down to apparent defeat, poor boy. 

Edmonton went almost complete P.C, and Calgary 
gave the majority of its seats to the same. The Socreds 
came up strong as usual in the southern part of the 
province while the P,C.’s showed surprising strength 
in the central and northern parts, even in the rural 
ridings. 

What remains now is for former premier Harry 
Strom of the Socreds to make his “were all friends 
really” speech and hand the government over to Peter 
Lougheed who will then make his ‘tyes we are and we 
are looking forward to a healthy opposition from the 
Socreds because that’s the way democracy works while 
we forge ahead to new vistas’ speech, What Grant 
Notely and Bob Russell will say is anybody’s guess, 

Look for a complete tabulation and analysis in Friday’s 
Straight by which time I should be recovered enough 
from the initial blow to coherently explain whathappened, 

Right now I’m going to go out and drown my sorrows 
in a little bit of light brown lotus water and try to 
forget that the P.C.’s are now running Alberta “where 
but to think is to be full of sorrow” (thanks to John 
Keats), 
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placed the bomb in an area which they had to crawl 
into, As well the attacks came one week after the 
assassination of George Jackson and showed fine planning 
ability and coordination on short notice. 

A man from the San Francisco GOOD TIMES told the 
STRAIGHT that the movement reaction to the bombings 
was generally “‘one of uplift and everybody felt pretty 
good about it (the blasts), Apparently the FBI were very 
upset and were investigating, but they had made no 
statement. 

The local black paper devoted almost its entire issue 
to the slaying of Jackson and according to the Good Times, 
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Soon the P.N.E. will be over. But while it ends an 
alternative which retains much of the positive vision 
of the counter-culture will be taking place in the Mission 
area. 

A few weeks ago the Mission Council turned down 
the Fair’s organizers when they applied for a permit, 
even though they had complied with every requirement 
of the by-law. The organizers were going to go ahead 
despite this but an emergency meeting of the Council 
saw a change of heart on the part of the local burghers, 
and the permit was granted, 

As the Labour Day weekend approaches, the site 
is almost complete. There is an acoustic stage for 
performers of various kinds, towers, domes, booths, 
walk ways above the trees, and many more examples 
of people’s architecture. 

The Fair should be similar in feeling to the Gates 
Park Fair only this time the organizers and workers 
have taken to avoid the slight commercialism that crept 
in to the Deep Cove affair. Only ten food booths will 
be permitted with the hamburger stands giving way 
to the foreign (good) food booths. 

Next issue of the Straight will carry a map of how 
to get to the site as well as some pictures of what 
awaits the fair goer. Many things make up the al- 
ternative to what now goes down, Pleasure fairs are 
a way of bridging differences and building futures, 

We should all support it actively by attending.

reaction in black communities was strong, The Black 
Panther Party had made no statement as yet. 

There have been other actions in California. Lastweek 
a Bank of America branch in San Francisco was fire- 
bombed and yesterday a different branch was bombed, 
An hour after the second bank went up, a tall black man 
walked into the Ingleside branch in the southwest part 
of San Francisco, He stuck a 12-guage shotgun through 
the speaking'hole in the bullet proof glass and opened up. 
The desk sargeant died shortly after taking the buckshot 
in the chest, Then the man stood back and blasted away 
at the partition and a metal door which leads into the 
station’s inner offices. A woman officer worker was 
wounded slightly. After his actions the man made good 
his escape. 

On a less intense level several cars belonging to the 
state were firebombed in the state car pool where they 
were left, 

On Saturday George Jackson was buried a few feet 
away from the grave of his brother Jonathan. Last year 
Jonathan was killed in the shoot-out at the Marin ~ 
County court house when he tried to free some San 
Quentin prisoners. He was 17 years old at the time. 

Georgia Jackson, mother of the two dead revolution- 
aries , was flanked at the ceremony by a contingent 
of Black Panthers, She told newsmen and photographers 
they were ‘‘leeches who didn’t belong” at the funeral. 
“I certainly don’t want the people who helped murder 
my son heré,” she said, 

Mrs. Jackson told the crowd of sixty at the quiet 
ceremony in Mt, Vernon, Illinois that “The reason 
he’s dead is that the state of California and maybe 
the United States of America decided here was one 
black man who was not going to cry~out,”’ Back in 
the Bay area a crowd of about six thousand ‘‘in a very 
militant mood” according to the Good Times, attended 
a memorial ceremony for George Jackson, 

The assassination of George Jackson is obviously the 
focus of attention for many people in California these 
days. The Weather action was an excellent expression 
of the solidarity between black and white radicals, 


“Accidentally left on’’ during the day was the remark 
of a supervisor regarding the ultrasonic burglar alarm 
installed in the London drug store on Broadway at 
Heather. : 

The Georgia Straight printed a story early this month 
to the effect that the device does exist in the stores and 
stated that when operating it makes people nervous, 
even though the pitch of sound is too high for most 
human ears to hear. This was verified by one of the 
saleswomen, who said when the alarm is on the staff 
receives complaints of headaches from customers and 
that babies and dogs become uncomfortable, 

Detecters are placed over each aisle, the supervisor 
explained, and the breeze caused by any movement in 
the store activates the alarm which is inaudible to the 
normal ear. He assured the Straight that it is meant 
only as a burglar alarm and should be in use when the 
store is closed, but admitted that ithas been accidentally 
left on at times, 

According to Kit, a reader of the Straight, the burglar 
alarm works on the Doppler effect. He can hear it and 
it hurts, We do try to keep our facts Straight,

Here were people, all kinds of people, all 
ages, just standing together in the middle of city 
madness, smiling, gently tapping and swaying to the 
music, Jackhammers were blasting down the block, cars 
and busses were tearing by, and people, like individual, 
isolated atoms, were scurrying to God-knows-where, In 
the middle of all this was a group of people stopping for 
a minute, their minds slowing up, going back to some 
good time, a pleasant memory, 

Laird, Mel, Ishmael and Dane were into a swinging 
rendition of “When the Saints Come Marching In” when 
the cops did just that, This one very stern-looking 
Officer, #218, stormed up to Ishmael, all the while 
shouting hysterically for the crowd to disperse, to move 
on, The atmosphere was shattered, People were actually 
stunned, ten wey vegan demanding why the cops had

—GUNPOINT 
FOR DRIVER

The people’s patrol witnessed a Vancouver policeman 
pull the driver from a car at gunpoint, then brutally 
handle the driver and passenger, late Friday night at 
the intersection of Ist Ave and Clark Drive. 

Joe Paige, of 2505 William, was driving East when a 
motorcycle policeman cut in front of his car forcing him 
to the curb, The officer, gun in hand, opened the car 
door and pulled Paige out, then forced his arm behind 
his back and pushed him to the hood of the Volkswagon 
where the officer held Paige’s face down while hand- 

_ cuffing him, 

The passenger, Lee Smith at 863 E.7th Ave, who 
had been sitting quietly in the car, was then pulled out 
of the car and, arm forced behind his back, subjected 
to handcuffing in the same manner. 

The Partisan Party’s peoples’ patrol, working for the 
Coalition for Community Control of Police, was at the 
intersection observing another motorcycle policeman 
at his routine when the event occurred, Dave Hemingway, 
of the peoples’ patrol, said thatSmith asked the policeman 
to leave him alone, what had he done? The officer did 
not answer, and Hemingway asked what charges the men 
were being taken on, quoting section 29 of the Criminal 
Code which states that a reason must be given for an 
arrest, The arresting officer did notanswer the question, 
but threatened the member of the peoples’ patrol with 
charges of obstructing the duty of an officer, 

About half a dozen people who had gathered to watch 
began demanding to know what charges were being laid 
against the men, who were speedily dispatchedina paddy 
wagon. 

Upon demanding the badge numbers of the motorcycle 
policemen they were given to members of the patrol 
who intend to bring criminal action against the arresting 
officer, 

In court Paige was charged with impaired driving and 
Smith with creating a disturbance, Both were released

The police threatened to run the Dandies in for 
obstruction and vagrancy, and to confiscate their money. 
#218 asked Ishmael whether they were collecting money 
for their music. Ishmael was perceptive to the come-on, 
and realizing that a yes answer would be grounds for 
“begging’’, he said, “No, we just put our hat out there, 
and if people want to put money in, well, we accept it.” 
#218 took down names, and warned against future trans- 
gressions, The people were given another lesson in the 
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Mel added, “You know, as unemployment increases, 
more and more people are going to be in the streets 
to earn a living — singing, selling crafts, or just 
plain begging, What are they going to do then?” 

Ishmael pointed out that the Dandies do their best 
not to obstruct traffic flow and to keep the sidewalk 
clear enough for pedestrians to get through, “Maybe

Smith stated that he hd been confined in a single cell 
over night and left the jail with apparently cracked ribs, 
The peoples’ patrol is part of the Coalition for 
Community Control of Police, made up tical 
and action groups as well as Native people tion 


and free legalclasses at the Free University, 1895 
Venables each Sunday. The aim of the Coalition is control 
of police by an elected body from the community they 
serve. 

This reporter spent an evening with the peoples’ 
patrol last week, Our patrol, of two men and two women, 
covered the East end of Vancouver with the odd trip 
through Gastown, Though we stopped several times to 
check police conduct when we saw them questioning 
civilians, I realized that running into a situation of 
misconduct at this time is purely a matter of luck, More 
cars and more foot patrols are needed to really cover 
the city, One member of the patrol mentioned that if 
People phoned the Partisan Party office at 874-6022 
when police were acting illegally, the office would dis- 
patch a car to the scene, 

We did run into a bit of excitement at the PNE where 
a bunch of young men were expected to start trouble 
around the livestock building, but after an hour of 
watching reporters, RCMP with dogs, city police, police 
cars and paddy wagons as well as asking questions of 
bystanders, reporters, police, etc., we gave it up. 

The peoples’ patrol gives every attention to the law, 
therefore, we were unable to follow several speeding 
Police cars who may have been on the way to a situation 
where the patrol could have helped citizens. 

In the last few weeks a friend and I were illegally 
Searched in an alley, No hat or badge was worn by the 
officer who went through my purse and gave us no reason 
for the search, He asked what our “‘business” was when 
we were obviously going into a beer parlour from the 
adjoining parking lot, 

By the way, if you do not know, (as I didn’t) the badge 
number is on the badge normally on the uniformed 
officer’s hat, If you can get yourself to look above the 
cold eyes, and the officer is wearing his hat, you are 
lucky. 

I witnessed a search in a Gastown beer parlour where 
the victim literally ran after being confronted by two 
uniformed policemen. 

The officers walked in through a door facing the 
victim and one circled behind him to put one hand on his 
throat and force his head back, After the victim opened 
his mouth the officer checked his arms, presumably for 
needle marks. The victim, a young man with medium 
length hair, said “They want to bust me.” and left 
the beer parlour as fast as he could. Not ten minutes 
later a friend walked in to say he had been searched 
coming out of another beer parlour and the reason they 
gave him for the search was “‘the way you looked at us.” 

The above are three examples of how not to act when 
being stopped by the police. In each instance the grounds 
for search were nil, since no arrests were made, but no 
resistance given, Surely the citizens of Vancouver (in- 
cluding myself) can’t be that terrorized by the fear of 


brutality that they don’t even ask questions, Or can they? Be EEG like pian cng readers oi io ii, 


were too dynamic,” he averred, as both Mel and Laird 
spit up their beer. “No, seriously, we gather a big 
crowd usually. But, you know, the cops created much 
more obstruction that we did, And the way they broke 
it up disturbed the peace too, Shit, we’re on the side 
of peace, not them.” 

Mel related a story of an incident that occurred when 
they were playing across the street in front of London 
Drugs. “About three copears pulled up, and these six 
cops were going to bust us for obstruction, creating a 
disturbance, vagrancy, etc. This one cop was realofficial 
taking our ID and writing everything down carefully in 
his little notebook when this big citizen in a blue shirt 
walks up. He may have been an off-duty bigwig, or just 
an average guy, I don’t know, Anyway, he says to the cop, 
“Leave the musicians alone, they’re OK. They’re not 
obstructing, they’re letting people by.’ The cop doesn’t 
even look up. This guy gets pissed off, ‘DO YOU SEE 
ME? he shouts. The cop jumps up, ‘YESSIR!! ‘DO YOU 
HEAR ME? ‘YESSIRI’ and away they go, all six cops, 
It was wierd,” 

Ishmael tied things together. “Why can’t they give 
recognition to the fact that we’re helping cool things 
down. What’s the matter with them anyway?” 

The ongoing hassles the Dandies face when they play 
their music in the streets is just one small part ofa 
conflict reaching crisis proportions in our society, At 
the Dominion, we were drinking with this middle-aged 
worker who had been on strike for five months, After a 
while, he joined our conversation, When he realized what 

"kind of shit was coming down to people just trying to 
humanize the city a bit, he said, “You know, I can’t 
believe the way you guys are talking, Here are some 
musicians who are risking arrest just to play music, 
This must be a police state?” 

Wellll... let’s just say we’re getting there,

TIPTOE THROUGH 


THE BLACKBERRIES

We hear blackberries are now ripe on the lower road 
in West Van and up in the hills. My fave bushes on 
Kingsway don’t seem too fruitful. Since “Free Vankouv- 
ver’s” expose of backyard trees rotting with fruit, it 
would be heart-rending if all you with info on berries & 
trees ripening would tell us, Since a lot of it is organically 
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Tn the last few days there have been border clashes 
between two former British colonies, Uganda and Tan- 
zania, which have gained little mention in the North 
American press. In the first clash, Uganda claims to 
have killed a number of Tanzanian soldiers who i 
filtrated her territory. As a background to these in- 
cidents, the Straight publishes part of a letter received 
in Vancouver from a Canadian now living in Tanzania, 
The letter was written a few months ago. 


Dear comrade, 

Things are quiet here on the surface but there are 
signs of some important developments ahead. Tanzan- 
ia, Uganda and Kenya have what is called the East 
African Community which is a customs union, runs the 
communications systems and other common services, 
From every economic and social point of view the idea 
makes sense but political differences are tearing it 
apart, I never could see Kenya and Tanzania, which have 
such different policies, working together, but now re- 
lations between Tanzanian and Uganda have reached o 
level. When I came here you could use. the money of 
one country in any other, Then Uganda refused to 
accept Tanzania and Kenya money making it hard for 
people to travel from one country to another. 

There was supposed to be free mobility between 
countries for workers. Then last year Uganda fired 
80,000 Kenyans for working in Uganda. Then Kenya 
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retaliated, Last week Tanzania put an embargo on 
many Kenyan goods coming into Tanzania. 

The directors of the East African Community Ser- 
vice are supposed to be appointed after consultation 
of all three governments. After he took over Amin 
(Ed. note: General Idi Aman, who overthrew Milton 
Obote in a coup and became president of Uganda) 
recalled most of the Ugandan directors and replaced 
them without informing anyone. 

Since Amin’s takeover Obote has been in Tanzania 
and has got Nyere’s support (Ed. note: President Julius 
Nyere of Tanzania), Uganda papers are continually 
reporting that Tanzania is planning to invade Uganda 
and Tanzania refers to Amin as a renegade, imperialist 
stooge, etc., which he is. 

The coup in Uganda really shook up the Tanzania 
government, They had a meeting of the central com- 
mittee of Tanu (Ed, note: the governing political 
party) and decided that Tanzania must proceed faster 
with political education and arming of the masses. 
There were some good editorials and articles in the 
papers putting forth the idea that it was time to stop 
talking about socialism and do something about im- 
plementing socialist policies. A Canadian fellow who is 
director of the School of Journalism here in Mwanza 
wrote a good article saying that Tanzania is going to 
get clobbered by the West unless she getsrid of her pol- 
icy of non-alignment and comes closer toher real friends

such as China. This is becoming clearer and clearer to 
many people as the squeeze is really being put on Tan- 
zania from the West. The big shipping companies have 
just put a big surchange on all goods passing through 
Dar es Salaam harbour. Many members of the Organ- 
ization for African Unity are falling in behind the im- 
perialist masters on the question of Southern Africa 
leaving Sekou Toure (of Guinea), Nyere, and Kaunda 
(of Zambia) as the only leaders supporting armed strug- 
gle for black liberation. 

It looks rather bad for Tanzania at the moment but all 
of this may turn out to be a good thing, It will force 
people to either shit or get off the pot. 


* * * * 


I had an interesting trip to the home village of Pres- 
ident Nyere which is about 120 miles from here, We 
spent the day with his brother and the Director of the 
Tanzanian National Service talking about the country’s 
policies. Two weeks before the President had spent 
3 weeks working in the fields with the people which 
can’t be said about too many leaders. He is really well 
liked by the people here. 

Our friend Mitchell Sharp was here last week, (An 
editorial in the paper was quite good. it spoke of the 
friendship between Tanzania and Canada but then went on 
to tell Sharp that it was about time Canada took a 
meaningful anti-racist stand on southern Africa.)

ELLSBERG FILM BEING MADE- 


RONEN 


A one-hour documentary film on Dr, Daniel Ells- 
berg will be made next month in Cambridge, Mass. 

The film, entitled “The Pentagon Papers and Amer- 
ican Democracy,” will be released in October, 

Ellsberg worked as a researcher in the Rand Cor- 
poration think tank, which held a copy of the Pentagon 
study on the Vietnam War, The film will tell Ellsberg’s 
reasons for making the Pentagon Papers available to 
the public and his analysis of the papers. 

The Pentagon study deals with United States in- 


ments the deliberate deception of Americans and their 
friends by four successive presidents: Truman, Eis- 
enhower, Kennedy and Johnson, The 7,000 page analysis 
confirms charges of anti-Vietnam War groups that the 
U.S. has long engaged in highly immoral aggression in 
South-East Asia, 

The study says Canada’s representative to the Inter- 
national Control Commission carried American threats 
of bombing attacks and war escalation to North Viet- 
nam. Sen, Wayne Morse of Oregon told CBC Radio, 
“The fact is that Canada never called the U.S, toan 
accounting for its violation of the Geneva Accords, Mr. 
Seaborn (Canada’s rep to the LC.C. in effect played 
hand-in-glove with the Johnson and Eisenhower admin- 
istrations in their violations of the Geneva Accords.)” 

Canada’s foreign affairs minister, Mitchell Sharp, 
said, “If we knew then what we know today (about the 
U.S. role in Vietnam), we would have done things dif- 
ferently,” 

The Ellsberg film will be made by American docu- 
mentary Films, a non-profit outfit distributing films to 
schools, churches and community groups in the U.S. 

Plans are underway for the film to be used by the 
Peace Movement in their campaign ‘Set the Date in 
‘7 for withdrawal of all Yankee forces and arma- 
ments from Southeast Asia.

Ellsberg has spent the past week investigating the pris- 
on treatment of his friend, Anthony Russo, a co-worker 
at Rand, Russo was jailed by a Los Angeles grand jury 
for refusal to answer questions about Elisberg’s role 
in the release of the Pentagon papers to the public, for 
which Russo also publicly accepted responsibility. 

Russo’s confinement included placing him in an iso- 
lation cell, handcuffing and leg shackling. Friday, he 
was put in solitary confinement for refusing to cut his 
hair. Prison authorities said they insist on short hair 
‘cto aid with identification of prisoners.” (Huh?) 

In a public plea, Russo said, ‘The Pentagon Papers 
were released so that Americans could judge for them- 
selves the morality of this war. This is the central 
meaning of our action, The misuse of power as recorded 
by the Pertagon Papers is closely linked with the 
same attity sand misuse of power that result in social 
injustice 3 ome,” 

He said he was sent to jail without a trial. “The 
Attorney General,” he explained, “offers me the al- 
ternative of collaborating with him in his attempt to 
prosecute Daniel Ellsberg by testifying in secret be- 
fore a grand jury. For me that is no choice. I would 
rather tell my story openly to the American people, 
free of the compulsion of grand jury subpoenas and 
contempt citations, and not as a tool ofthe prosecution.”

On July 28th, I came to see you at 3 p.m. regarding

I knew that my complaint was a fairly common one, 
it having been caused by a poorly executed episiotomy, 
after which sutures unraveled, leaving me with a much 
enlarged vaginal entrance. 

This initially disturbing condition was much aggravat- 
ed by many years of vigorous sexual activity to the 
point -where I felt the necessity to have it corrected. 

After a short consultation, at which time I tried to 
explain my feelings, you gave me an internal examin- 
ation. 

During that examination you stated that my condition 
was a normal one for a woman who had had three 
children, intimating, to me, that I should accept it.

Maybe we 
think we're exploiting or making a buck off “‘straight- 
folks’? by selling them some beads or posters, but the 
price you pay to join their games of buy and sell seem 
so very high as far as fucked heads, and relationships 
are concerned, 

Peoples Park is one big pile of shit. I’m so fucking 
glad they didn’t get to establish a tent city in Stanley 
Park. No piece of earth is so valuless as to allow it 
to be used in the way those people are using that lot. 
They can’t get their shit together, they can’t even clean 
it up. Such dirt, filth and attitudes of the people as I 
encountered there make me think: If that’s the way its 
gonna be, build the fucking Hotel. 

The Georgia Straight is a good paper. Community and

The vast majority of the kids at the hostels were blue 
card transient youth who were used to staying in places 
where you do things for yourself, feed yourself, dis- 
cipline yourself, and clean up your own shit afterwards. 
Pacific with its rules, regulations, and wardens (P.A. 
System!!) seemed more like a jail. 

And the majority of the demonstrators were these kids 
who, although they were only staying a few days, were 
sober and sensitive enough to deplore the rules, and 
intelligent enough to realize that something must be done 
as others would follow them into that hell hole, So come 
on Straight, if you don’t bother getting it Straight, why 
bother to pervert or misconstrue to the point where 
you’re doing a worse job than the Globe and Mail.

On Saturday, the 28th, Canada’s first Gay Liberation 
Rally was held in major cities across Canada with its 
main effort centering in Ottawa. In a press release 
dated Aug,20th, leaders of all Canadian homophile 
groups stated that the Aug.28th rally is only the first 


in a continuing public campaign until homosexuals | 


have achieved the same rights as other Canadian citizens 
and. that this rally will back up a brief listing of the 
demands and grievances of Homosexual citizens that 
is being sent to various federal officials such as Prime 
Minister Trudeau, Justice Minister Turner, Manpower 
and Immigration Minister Otto Lang and others. they 
further stated that this campaign stems from the fact 
that, despite popular opinion to the contrary, resulting 
from the Criminal Code amendment 0f1969, homosexuals 
are still second class citizens in Canada. 

Walter, (full name not given for obvious reasons) one 
of the leaders of the rally here Saturday, voiced the 
following demands: WE HOMOSEXUALS DEMAND 

1) THE removal of the nebulous terms “gross indec- 
ency’’ and ‘indecent act” from the Criminal Code and 
their replacement by a specific listing of offences, and 
the equalization of penalties for all remaining homo- 
sexual and heterosexual acts; and defining ‘‘in private” 
in the Criminal Code to mean ‘‘a condition of privacy’’; 

2) removal of “‘gross indecency” and “buggery” as 
grounds for indictment as a ‘‘dangerous sexual offender” 
and for vagrancy; 

3) a uniform age of consent for all female and male 
homosexual and heterosexual acts; 

4) the Immigration Act to be amended soas to omit all 
references to homosexuals and “‘homosexualism’’; 

5) the rights of equal employment and promotion at all 
government levels for homosexuals; 

6) the Divorce Act be amended so as to omitall 
references to homosexual acts as grounds for divorce; 
moreover in divorce cases homosexuality, per se, 
should not preclude the equal right of child custody; 

7) the right of homosexuals to serve in the armed 
forces, and therefore the removal of provisions for con- 
victing service personnel of conduct and/or acts legal 
under the Criminal Code; further the recinding of policy 
statements reflecting on the homosexual; 

8) to know if it is a policy of the R,C.M.P, to identify 
homosexuals within any area of government service and 
then to question them concerning their sexuality and the

sexuality of others; and if this is the policy we demand 
its immediate cessation and the destruction ofall records 
‘So obtained; 

9) all legal rights for homosexuals which currently 
exist for heterosexuals including homosexual marriages, 
equal employment and housing, and freedom from police 
harrassment; 

10) all public officials and law enforcement agents to 
employ the full force of their office to bring about 
changes in the negative attitudes andde factoexpressions 
of discrimination and prejudice against homosexuals, 
Walter was immediately followed by Roedy Green 


who spoke of some of the grievarices tolerated by homo- 
sexuals so far and urged the ‘‘ClosetQueens’’(a gay who 
refuses to accept his homosexuality and come out) to 
come out of the crowd, Next and final speaker was Ellen 
Woodsworth who spoke of some of the problems en- 
countered by lesbians in their everyday lives, 

Roughly twenty homosexuals participated in the rally 
which was viewed by about one hundred spectators. 
They marched around the water fountain in front of the 
Court House on Georgia Street carrying placards saying; 
“¥M.C.A4, Hypocritical”, “Homosexuality is not a dis- 
ease”’, ‘End Job Discrimination”, and “Repeal Anti-Gay 
Laws Now”, just to name a few and chanted slogans like; 
“2-4-6-8, gay is just as good as straight”, “Gay is 
loud, Gay is Proud” and ‘Out of the closet, into the 
street”, And, of course, the ugliness and ignorance of 
prejudice voiced itself in the person of an elderly lady 
who kept chanting; ‘‘You’ll never get equality; the world 
is not ready to sink that low’, When I asked this woman 
her name, she told me that I’d never get equality and 
that the world was not ready to sink that low. How sad!

But Pve also know chronic alcoholics who added 
marijuana to.their drug use without noticeably re- 
ducing their alcohol intake, Even if marijuana was the 
most important factor in your case it would not be 
effective in all, or even most, cases of alcoholism, 

Marijuana leaves a tarry residue when burned, Un- 
less evidence turns up to the contrary, it must be 
assumed that inhaling 3-4 joints a day cannot be good 
for your lungs.

The audience was a curious assortment, The majority 
were over fifty including a couple of very elderly women 
who slept throughout the entire meeting. But there were 
a few anomalies, like the black man who looked very 
much like a worker and several younger, well-dressed 
Chinese men, 

Sharky and 1, both long haired and bearded with 
appropriate denim attire arrived about a half hour late 
to enjoy the glares that greeted our entrance, Walsh 
has a slight Quebecois accent, but he wasn’tyet attacking 
the FLQ.

Nothing is as controversial in our society as mental 
health, or social deviation, For our society alienates 
everything it comes into contact with —people from each 
other, from their job, from nature itself, The ‘‘normal’”’ 
person is one who can rationalize his existence in this 
maelstrom of contradictions that we call “‘living.” By 
thus defining normalcy, all dissent, all rejection is im- 
mediately bagged as abnormal, Up becomes down, Lit- 
erally. 

Some people crack, They cannot, or will not, play 
the complex social-psychological games demanded of 
us all, Roles become straitjackets, mental torment. 
They are classified as unhealthy citizens, They must be 
institutionalized, rehabilitated, outfitted with a new 
psychic motor, repainted and put on the used people 
lot, to be funnelled off into yet another hapless and 
frustrating stream. 

In this article, we will look at two sides of the 
same coin — the institution, as viewed through the 
eyes ofa person who spent seven years working there, 
and a group of people who'have been through it and who 
have organized. to fight it, to live the alternative. There

is an ever present dialectic here, Those in economic/ 
ideological control endeavour to produce a certain 
type, willing and able to serve its interests, The last 
decade has seen the reaction to this “type”, to its 
inadequacies.

THE MENTAL PATIENTS ASSOCIATION 


Lanny Beckman studied psychology for almost ten 
years and was within three months of completing his 
Ph.D, when he suffered a nervous breakdown and had to 
be hospitalized.‘ Now he is one of the primary fofces 
in’ the Mental Patients’ Association (MPA), a group of 
ex-, present and future patients struggling to relieve 
an enormous burden, 

“Ws ironic,” Lanny says, “I was trained for so. 
long to be treating people, to be a psychologist. Here 
I am, a former mental patient, doing everything Tcan 
to unmask that farce,” 

The MPA has no coherent political ideology. The 
people in it come mainly from working class and 
poor backgrounds, Their common feature is a hos- 
tility to the present mental health establishment and 
a strong belief that only in collective support can they 
really solve their crisis situations, The story of each 
is the history of an oppressive and debilitating social 
system. 

Jim is a stocky, middle-aged man with strong fea- 
tures and a kindly face, His eyes reflect the pain of 
too many frustrations, of hurts not understood, He re- 
lates how he was a chef for 40 years, how he worked 
some of the best-hotels across the country, how he led 
a productive life, As he approached 60 and stuck with 
a crippling bronchial condition, he ended up in a rest 
home with senile. old people, all lying in their own 
sterile beds, waiting to die, 

Jim was and is a working man, His reward for valu- 
able and good service was ignominious despatch to 
a rest home, During one of his frequent-attacks of 
bronchitis he called for an ambulance to take him to 
hospital, His welfare worker took him to task for this 
crime. He was evenfually driven to the point ofa 
suicide attempt. 

“They try to strip you of your last shred of dig- 
nity, to make you more tractable so you’ll jump when 
they crack the whip,” Jim says. On welfare and draw- 
ing an extra $50 a4 month from the Opportunities pro-

gram for valuable community service, Jim now per- 
forms the main cooking duties for the MPA collective 
on Tenth and Trutch, About twelve people all live to- 
gether in a redecorated house, and the MPA is in the 
process of getting other houses. 

THE MPA can be defined as a self-help group of 
people who had been through the mental health sys- 
tem and therefore realized its inadequacies from the 
inside. In a column in the Sun devoted to the MPA on 
ý Jan. 30, 1971, Bob Hunter states; ‘“Discriminated- 
against minorities have repeatedly found it necessary 
to organize themselves to fight for their rights, to 
assert their own sense of dignity and worth, to find 
ways to deal with the violence unleashed against them 
by society as a whole.” Lanny Beckman articulates 
the position that mental patients are also a minority 
group, oppressed in concrete economic and social- 
Psychological ways. He points out: “That mental pa- 
tients have not organized is due to the stigmatic and 
destructive stereotype of the mentally ill as irre- 
sponsible persons incapable of acting wisely on their 
own behalf,” 

“The people in our organization have found the 
courage to unite openly in common purpose with oth- 
ers who have experienced similar emotional problems,” 

Some facts ought to illustrate the ‘‘violence unleashed 
by society” against the mentally oppressed, 

—at Riverview, the main psychiatric unit in the prov- 
ince, there is a patientto doctor ratioof about 300 to one. 
— about 65% of all admissions to Riverview are re- 

admissions 

— the probability of being hospitalized in B.C. for 
psychiatric reasons is higher, while the number of 
psychiatric beds per capita is lower than any other 
province 

— 14.7% of Canadian males and 13.3% of females will 
spend some time in a mental hospital. 

— yet only 10¢ per capita is spent on mental health 
research while $3.00 goes for defence research, 

— 50% of all hospital beds are occupied by mental 
patients, 

The MPA is therefore a direct response to unjust and 
oppressive social conditions, In its activities, it em- 
bodies a collective spirit which is itself antithetical to 
the type of indivualism espoused as “normal.” Mental 
patients supporting each other, Freud would turn in his 
grave, 

The structure of the MPA is meant to minimize bur- 
eaucracy. It Is democratically-operated and there is no 
formal power structure, At present, their operating 
funds come from diverse sources, The Opportunities for 
Youth program kicked in for $5280, the Vancouver City 
Council for $3000, and the B.C. Government is also con- 
tributing. The Vancouver Opportunities program has ten 
placements with the MPA. The MPA is now loosely 

organizing itself into a number of working committees, 

such as research, phoning, transportation, kitchen, and 
newsletter, Their activities include a crisis training 
program, the operation of a farm in Matsqui donated by 

a member and also used as an MPA collective and 

getting-your-head together place, a co-op housing pro- 

ject program, a child care center, a crafts workshop, 

a media project in conjunction with Inner-City, and, of 

course, therapy. The MPA has gotten the endorsement 

and support of numerous groups and individuals, inclu- 
ding the Psychiatric division of the B.C. Medical Asso- 
ciation. 

The people in the group are there for all sorts of 
reasons, Some are trying to kick junk, others depres- 
sion. All relate to the outreach and social interaction 
of the group, Group support and love replace the one- 
to-one psychiatric approach, and the limited amount 
of bureaucracy makes the person feel less like a nuis- 
ance and more of a living individual, The people are 
united in their hatred of rules and regulations, and 
tend to dismiss anyone assuming a leadership role as 
power-tripping, They see their main function as get- 
ting people out of hospital and providing a viable al- 
ternative living arrangement to help that person, They 
point out that the fact that two-thirds of the admissions 
to Riverview are re-admissions proves that the present 
system is not working, and indeed is not meant to

work (see below). Colin, another member of MPA, 
points out that at Riverview he was placed under drugs 
in a program of sleep therapy. They had him sleeping 
20 hours out of every day. 

“What kind of life is that to lead? How can they 
Possibly think they’re helping me by doing that? They 
just wanted to shut me up and get me out of the way.” 
He lifts his shirt to show me a four-inch long gash 
just beneath his heart where he plunged a buicher’s 
knife in a vain attempt to kill himself, 

Pat is an ex-junkie who tried the methadone treat- 
ment at the Narcotics Addiction Foundation, but says 
that the methadone habit is 50 times worse to kick than 
junk, “Besides,” she adds, “all they want is to get 
you hooked on their stuff so they can pass their own trip

erview, operations that have gone wrong, A person 

may go in for a routine operation and come out ina 
totally chronic deteriorated state, 


off on you — dress a certain way, look a certain way, 
get a job, get married, become productive. You’re like 
a slave at that place,” She points out that she’s 

getting something at the MPA which helps her stay 
off junk, something she was missing before, ‘‘Here,’’ 
Pat ‘says, “I’m not in constant fear of showing my 
emotions, I can be a person,’” 

There are many problems at the MPA, both in 
terms of organization and ideology, but they are try- 
ing to build a growing community of people actively 
involved in fighting the present sham that passes for 
mental health, For example, the people there have 
been through incredibly harrowing experiences and 
Show their emotions very intensely, There is still 
a certain fear of getting close to one another, and minor 
hostilities are taken out in different ways. The gen- 
eral fear of organization conflicts with some mem- 
bers who still desire a more structured environment, 
and the political perspective of the group worries 
some. These problems will have to be worked out if the 
MPA wants to expand its operation further into the * 


community, and attract larger numbers of people trap- 
ped in the mental health cycle of hospital, drugs, break- 
down, and hospital again, Still, they are a young group, 
unified in their desire to see things change, and change 
they must, They deserve all our support, 


A RIVERVIEW VIEW 


Through the MPA, I was put in touch with a person 
who had spent almost seven years working as 4 psy- 
chiatric nurse both at Riverview and at Woodlands 
School, The picture he paints of Riverview is a bleak 
one, an institution performing a repressive function 
based on an archaic philosophy of psychiatry which 
regards the “mentally ill” as misfits to be isolated 
and hidden, 

There are tremendous problems at Riverview, really 
symptomatic of both society’s general attitude towards 
the mentally ill, and institutional tensions caused by 
an unfeeling bureaucracy, 


“There’s about 3000 patients in Riverview. There are 
about 950 plus nurses in Riverview and Woodlands, 
As far as psychiatrists, you have to break that down, 
because you have to talk about ‘‘qualified’’ psychiatrists, 
interns, and resident psychiatrists, and all these sort 
of categories, There was a report put on in the Sun 
not too long ago that there were only about ten qualified 
psychiatrists. That’s not the problem so much, the ex- 
pertise or the training of psychiatry, but the thing is 
that Riverview is used as a stepping-stone for people in 
medicine from other countries, They have to work ina 
government establishment for two years before they can 
set up private practice. So a lot of these people are 
well-trained for working in their own countries, but when 
it comes to North America, there’s a language barrier, 
and so on. There’s a fantastic turnover rate of doctors 
because as soon as they get their ticket here to practice 
they leave, 

“The function of Riverview is really a matter of in- 
terpretation, The laid-out function is to treat mentally- 
disturbed or mentally-ill people, I don’t see this as the 
function necessarily though. There’s really a greater 


function, archaic in many ways, and it goes back a long 
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AND THE MPA 


time — that is to isolate the “deviant”, whatever that is, 
from the society as a whole. Even medically-speaking, 
in treatment terms, the function is hardly being served 
because you have a high rate of people coming back to 
the hospital time and time again, You probably have a 
rate of about 65% that have been in the hospital before 
and are going to be in again, 

The hospital can’t be looked at in isolation —it is 
only responding to society as a whole. You have to 
look at it on those two fronts, I think— you have to 
change the standard of norms within the general so- 
ciety as a whole, and the hospital then would become 
something entirely different, There’s a fantastic lag in 
the way people are treated at the hospital, The hos- 
pital was set up in the late 1890°s or something, and it 
really hasn’t changed its function that much, It’s sort 
of a processing plant,” 


The hierarchy at Riverview ensures that the practice 
of psychiatry will strongly conform to the ruling ide- 
ology. There is no room for staff deviance, much less 
for patients’ deviance (which is, of course, classified 
as “‘illness”), In fact, the staff tend to become just as 
institutionalized as the patients, sometimes even re- 
flecting similar behaviour patterns, 


“The other thing that has happened that I view as a 
real crisis is that not only do the patients become in- 
Stitutionalized, but the staff do as well, That’s even 
more of a danger, because then you have people who 
just don’t think as individuals any more, They carry out 
absurd sorts of things and never question them, A lot of 
the- decisions that come down are totally ludicrous to 
implement on the ward, People on the ward know that, 
but they carry those things out, There’s little recourse 
in going back to the administration, because you im- 
mediately commit yourself as being a troublemaker. 
_ “Many of the symptoms that apply to the patients 
also apply to the staff. It’s very hard to differentiate 
the symptoms, I know one example that was really 
classic, One patient was showing ideas which had him 
classified as paranoid, he was showing fears which had 
ho basis, And the nurse was talking to him, saying it’s 
all right, there's nothing to be afraid of, And some-

Poe the nursing fields, you have nursing aides, and you 
go onto the graduate nurse, and of course in all these 
levels. you have students, From there you have the 
nurses, and the assistant charge nurse, and finally a 
charge nurse, This is all on the ward level, Beyond that 
you have a number of supervisors, a unit supervisor 
and a number of assistant supervisors in the building, 
Finally, you go on to the nursing administrators and the 
director, That’s really the hierarchy of nursing, The 
qualifications of the higher personnel are really in- 
teresting, because most of them have been there for 
Some years, Some are self-educated by working in 
the hospital, there are also a lot of people who came 
in the late thirties and during the War who perhaps 
worked in the kitchen. In those days you didn’t need 
any training to be a nurse so in times of shortage these 
People found themselves on the wards carrying out 
nurse’s functions, As a result, many of these people 
were never formally trained but who are ‘now in super- 


“Almost all decisions are made from the top and 
‘sent down, Very few if any decisions are made from 
‘the bottom, or made in conjunction with people on the 
bottom part of the scale, In that sense you have a lot 
of ritual where people like charge nurses get together 
‘and the’ decision is really made beforehand, The other 
thing is that the administration of the hospital never 
deals directly with patients, it deals with staff. The 
consequences of course come out on the patient, These 
People are out of touch with what’s going on in the 
wards or with the day-to-day lives of the patients. 
‘The patient is a totally secondary entity in the hos- 
pital, because everything is done on a staff sort of 
basis. 

You ‘see numerous blunders, One example is they cut 
off people’s tobacco, People have been getting tobacco 
for ten or fifteen years on some of the wards and all 
Of a sudden they decided to cut back on that because 
tobacco was sort of an evil thing, There were all 
sorts of rationale for it, but let’s face it, itwasa 
cost factor, The patient, of all people, has nothing 
or very little to say in his own treatment, For ex- 
ample, in some wards they have general meetings with 
all the patients, but they’re really a farce because all 
decisions are made beforehand anyway. The patient 
has no recourse as such, He has no influence on the 
decisions being made about him.” 


MADAAADAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAAA 


A bureaucracy totally unresponsive to the needs of 
the people it supposedly serves is the outstanding char- 
acteristic of Riverview. Indeed, patients are often 
regarded as a nuisance, and the treatments reflect 
that fact, Emphasis is primarily on chemotherapy, 
the utilization of drugs in therapy, which is much 
easier to implement and has the distinct advantage of 
tailoring the patients’ behaviour to institutional re- 
quirements, 

Patients are divided into two main areas: Acute and 
Chronic, Acute are those admitted voluntarily or com- 
ing down from bad trips (drugs or otherwise), Chronic 
are the more long-term patients, including those whose 
‘illness’ is ORGANIC in naturé (due to brain or other 
physical disorder) as opposed to functional in origin, 

Their treatments, therefore, depend also on the length 
of their stay which may range from a day to two months 
in Acute, to a lifetime in Chronic. ‘Patients in the 
Chronic area,” says Jack, “must see a psychiatrist 
at least once every six months,” Gives you some idea 
of the quality of care they are getting, 


“Effective psychotherapy is rarely practiced there 
because of the personnel shortage. Chemotherapy is 
really rampant throughout the whole hospital, All pills 
are prescribed by the doctors. The doctor sees the 
patient on entry and prescribes a certain drug and dos- 
age, But I don’t know how you assess that, because you 
might see the patient for half an hour, and a bunch of 
Pills is prescribed, the whole treatment, The other thing 
is that by and large it is an experimental process, be- 
cause the pills may have a good or a bad reaction. The

“The drugs that are used there include the pheno- 
thiazines, which became popular in the early 50’s, They 
have some fantastic side effects, especially after pro-

wards, I understand now that they’re down quite a bit 
on it, Historically, it just phenomenal what’s happened 
in the last twenty years, In the 50’s, people used to 
line up sort of cold turkey for these things and just jump 
on the table and get zapped, and then the next one would 
go on, with no medication, no sedative, no anaesthetic 
or anything, You go into definite convulsions under ECT, 
resulting in a lot of broken bones and things, Now it’s a 
very sophisticated sort of thing, in the sense that now 
you get anaesthetic and you're totally out when you get 
the shock, The after-effects are a temporary amnesia 
State supposedly, though I’ve talked to patients who say 
they haye lapses right out of their lives, losing whole 
chunks of memories, 

“Tye seen some individual nurses use the threat of 
ECT to get patients to do what they wanted to do, but I’ve 
never seen it prescribed by a doctor, 

“On the acute wards, patients usually stay for be- 
tween six weeks and two months, in that area, while in 
the chronic area it’s usually years,” 


Tied in with this portrait of fon-therapy and bureau- 
cratic intransigence is the more odious element of mal- 
practice, Though individual cases are difficult to doc- 
ument, Jack witnessed numerous patients being beaten 
by ward attendants, Though he does not think it likely 
that such practices are condoned or encouraged by the 
psychiatrists, the frequency of its occurrence attests 
to the type of contempt with which the patients are held 
by at least some of the staff at all levels, 


“I don’t know if I could pick on the medical pro- 
fession as a whole to attack, because it’s such a dif- 
ficult thing to attack, There’s been a fantastic amount of 
malpractice because of- the language difficulties so ap- 
parent, because of the high proportion of foreign doc- 
tors using Riverview as a stepping-stone to private 
practice, I’ve seen doctors totally misinterpret. what a 
patient is saying, for example, You also have people 
working in psychiatry, in a mental hospital, who are 


-often called upon. to perform certain-simple medical 


procedures, like spinal injections, There’s a definite 
procedure that you can read in any medical textbook, 
but I’ve seen doctors totally incapable of doing that, 
Its a very routine procedure, but if it’s not done prop- 
erly there’s a chance of all sorts of things happening, 

“We saw a lot of doctors’ mistakes that end up in 
Riverview, operations that have gone wrong, A person 
may go in for a routine operation and come out ina 
totally chronic deteriorated state, 

“I think there’s one case that ought to be brought out, 
and I think it’s malpractice, and that is when a patient 
was put in a side room and kept there totally drugged 
up for six to eight months, The reason was that he was 
violent and he had attacked a number of staff, There is 
beating of patients going on. I have seen attendants 
club a patient, and the like, You’re going to have a cer- 
tain sadistic element there, like in prisons, people who 
just really dig this sort of thing, 

“I know one other practice that was being used, and 
Pm sure it’s still being used, The patient is ‘‘misbe~ 
having." He is threatened with being sent to a Chronic 
ward, sort of lock him up, On a chronic ward you have 
a lot of people with brain syndromes, very disturbed 
people, the whole environment is much more custodial. 
Often people are locked in, not allowed on the grounds, 
Its very much more deteriorated, both physically and 
mentally, 

“A lot of patients work regular days, I don’t think 
they work eight hours, they may work five or some- 
thing like that, and maximum pay is $2.50 a month, 
A lot of them work in the laundry, a lot of them work on 
the grounds, cleaning up and raking leaves, The ration- 
ale, of course, is that it’s therapeutic, teaches them 
good work habits, If a person is totally dependent on 
the hospital for money, what they hell can you do with 
$2,50 a month, especially now that they have to buy 
their own cigarettes? 


The whole concept of what is normal- and what is 
abnormal follows directly from the backgrounds, at- 
titudes and values of both the people who work at 
Riverview, and the society which allows such an in- 
stitution to exist A person is abnormal if he/she de- 
viates — and deviates FROM WHAT is becoming highly 
speculative nowadays, 


“Its not coincidence that such a self-serving bur- 
eaucracy has evolved because the ideology which it 
Serves is based on an archaic interpretation of what 
mental illness is. And it’s reactionary because it totally 
isolates itself from public scrutiny, 

“There is a prescribed morality, It’s laid down what 
is normal, The type of person they’re trying to create is

The Children’s Zoo is probably the most accurate 
summary in Stanley Park of the dual purpose of any zoo.

The Children’s Zoo is clearlythe result of a personal 
dream of one or two zoo officials, It is an attempt by 
Alan Best, the curator of Stanley Park, tocreate at least

one positive aspect to the zoo. It attempts to develop, 
in children, human love and human respect for non- 
human species, It attempts, through physical contact to 
dispel a child’s fear of animals, 

In practice, the success of the Children’s Zoo is less 
than limited, It represents little more than a place for 
mothers to coo over the cuteness of their children, A 
Place for fathers to practice amateaur photography. Itis 
a place where children are gradually exposed to the 
madness produced by captivity in a wild animal, 

Granted, the majority ofanimals found in the Children’s 
Zoo are domestic breeds, reasonably suited for life in 
captivity. But there is also a fair number of wild 
animals. The Children’s Zoo contains animals, mostly 
young, which are already displaying the stereotyped 
movements, the stupor, the neuroses of captivity. 

It contains two black bear cubs which display stereo- 
typed pacing already more frenzied than the same 
movements of the adult animals in the larger bear pit, 


part of the concrete wall farthest from the zoo spectat- 
ors. 

Meerkats which perform stereotyped pacing: that 
compulsive, automatized attempt to get out of the cage.

NEW YORK, N.Y. (UPS)— The Bell Telephone System, 
in its continuing war against anti-social behaviour has 
provided the federal government with a new weapon in its 
ever increasing eavesdropping arsenal. Every touch-tone 
phone manufactured has been designed to make wire- 
tapping easier and more convenient, 

The innovation introduced. with the touch-tone system 
is not in the bugging apparatus itself, The equipment 
must still be placed in the receiver (the handle in this 
case), However, once the bugging equipment has been 
placed in the phone, anyone else can tap it, 

All you do is go to another touch-tone phone and dial 
the number of the phone thathas the tap in it, Then before 
it starts ringing, press the button that has the asterisk, 
There are twelve buttons on a touchtone phone; the phone 
company explains this by saying that the extra two 
buttons are for uses which they will be putting into 
service at some later time. In reality what the button 
with the asterisk does is send a tone over the line that 
keeps a bugged phone from ringing and turns it into an 
open mike until someone picks it up, 

This is a real advantage for simple witch-hunting on 
minor suspects as opposed to intensive snooping on 
certified malcontents, Intensive snooping devices can be 
set up at telephone company headquarters and are much 
more effective,

LEARY FREE-NEEDS HELP 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (UPS)— Things are looking up 
again for Timothy Leary, Free in Switzerland on $18,500 
bail, he will go before the courts in late September to 
decide whether he should be extradited back to Reagan’s 
jails or be granted political asylum. 

The important thing is that he is not in jail. Even if 
the court turns him down he will have about 6 months 
of appeals, according to his San Francisco attorney 
Joe Rhine, who just returned from visiting Tim, If things 
look like they are going bad Tim could probably hoifoot 
it back to Algeria, But, Rhine says, Tim would prefer 
to stay in Switzerland. 

The health of Leary, 52, hasn’t been too good in the 
Swiss prison in Lausanne, Rhine said Tim is all right 
now but he is down to about 140 pounds from his normal 
165, “But he’s strong mentally,” Rhine says. 

The grounds on which Leary is seeking asylum are 
reasonably strong, First, the total amount of pot with 
which hehas been convicted of possession would carry 
a maximum sentence of only 14 days in Switzerland, as 
opposed to the 30 years Tim received in Amerika. 
Second, his Swiss lawyers are pointing out that Leary 
is a writer and intellectual of some note, Third, he has 
been a religious teacher, Fourth, the Swiss lawyers 
maintain, Leary received such a stiff sentence because 
of who he is, not because of the nature of any crime he 
commited, 

in order to help Tim out, it would have been beneficial 
to have signed statements from intellectuals, writers, 
and professors attesting to his importance in the world 
of letters, Also useful would be declarations from people 
who have been turned on to religion by reading or 
hearing Leary.

order of Dictator-President Emilio Medici. The Living 
Theatre will be free as soon as the reams of paperwork 
necessary to gain their release is completed, 

Dictator Medici said the incarceration of the Beck’s 
and the entire Living Theatre on phony marijuana and 
subversion charges by agents of his Department of 
Public Order (DOPS) “. . . was exploited by Brazil’s 
enemies . . . accusing the Brazilian government of 
unfriendly conduct toward the theatrical world,” He also 
said the campaign to free the Living Theatre started 
by Allen Gisnberg in the underground press ‘f, . . en- 
dangered Brazil’s national security.’’

KARLHEINZ STOCKHAUSEN: KURZWELLEN (Deutsche 
Grammophon 2707 045) 


Kurzwellen (Short-Waves) was composed in 1968 for 
Stockhausen’s own performing group — Rolf Gehlhaar 
and Alfred Alings on tamtam (60° gong), Aloys Kon- 
tarsky on piano, Johannes Fritsch on electric viola and 
Harold Boje on electronium (an electronic keyboard 
instrument), with Karlheinz the Master running the 
potentiometers and filters connected to the tamtam and 
viola microphones. In addition to their instruments, 
each of the players has a short-wave radio, 

The score for the piece is simple, yet complex, Each 

instrumentalist plays a sequence of successive events 
on either the radio on his instrument. These events are 
determined by a series of plus, minus or equal signs 
in the score which allow the play certain choices about 
the register, dynamics, duration and/or number of 
segments of each event, As well, the players must inter- 
act with each other according to yet another series of 
Signs. 
The results, being essentially improvisatory, require 
a certain type of interpretive consciousness among the 
players which (it seems to me) a listener should also 
have in order to fully understand and appreciate the 
performance, Even with concentrated listening, it is 
often hard to fully comprehend how the players are in- 
teracting with each other, especially when they’re mixing 
short-wave with instrumental effects, 

This album consists of two records, each of which con- 
tains a separate performance of Kurzwellen, The first 
was the premiere performance, recorded on May 4, 
1968 for broadcast on Radio Bremen, while: the second 
was taped for Westdeutscher Rundfunk on April 9, 1969, 

There are notable differences between the two, In the 
earlier performance, one can sense a certain hesitancy 
in the flow of the piece, while the other progresses very 
smoothly, obviously since the players had been working 
on it together for nearly a year. (One wonders what they 
would perform it like today.) Also, the sonic quality of 
the 1969 performance is much better than that of the 
premiere, which is inflicted witha lowbasshum through- 
out. 

About the only complaint I have with both performances 
has to do with the instruction in the score that ‘Totally 
unmodulated realistic short-wave events (music, speech, 
etc.) should be avoided,” What Stockhausen presumably 
wants to achieve here is the use of purely short-wave 
events for the instrumentalists to react to, though this 

| be difficult to achieve, since in tuning the radios, 
Ns of music and speech are bound to occur, Pianist 
3 Kontarsky in particular reacts in several places to 
musical short-wave events (reproducing them with con- 
iderable accuracy), even, though this is apparently not 
what Stockhausen wants. 

I suppose I should finish this witha few standard words 
about how Stockhausen is further revolutionizing our 
sonic consciousness with Kurzwellen (though at a fair 
price), but I'll let Chairman Karlheinz close with a few 
words of his own from the liner notes to the album: 

“What could be more general, more supra-personal, 
inclusive, universal, instantaneous than the broadcasts 
that become musical material in KURZWELLEN? 
How can we break out of the sealed world of radio 
waves that encase our globe like a musical retina? Does 
not a great deal of what we receive on our short-wave 
radios already sound as if it came from quite different 
spaces, beyond speech, reportage, ‘‘music,” morse code? 

“KURZWELLEN is the culmination of a long develop- 
ment and at the same time the beginning of a new 
consciousness, Whatever happens consists only of whatis 
broadcast NOW; it is structured by the human spirit, bee 
> cause of the interference of all broadcasts with one an- 

other, and is brought to a higher unity by the players 
during a performance, The former opposite of the old 
and the new, the far and the near, the familiar and the 
unfamiliar are dissolved. EVERYTHING is the WHOLE 
and SIMULTANEOUS, Tenses disappear, as will pre- 
consciousness, 
“And now? Into the world of extreme attainability, 
extreme unforesceability, to whose limits we have 
thrust, something supra-terrestrial must penetrate, 
something which cannot yet be found on any radio on 
earth, Let us take up the search!”

ARNOLD SCHOENBERG: Piano Music — Jurg von 
Vintschger, piano (Turnabout TV-S34378) 


Arnold Schoenberg’s works for solo piano are mile- 
stone stuff in both the history of piano music and the 
history of music itself, even though compared to Stock- 
hausen, they sound pretty innocuous. The 3 Piano Pieces, 
Opus 11 (1909), are early examples of “atonal” music, 
in which the traditional functions of a harmonic struc- 
ture no longer apply, and in which there is no “key.” 
The Six Little Piano Pieces, Op, 19 (1911) are delicate 
Webernish atonal miniatures, while in the 5 Piano 
Pieces, Op. 23 (1923-5), we get the first “twelve-tone”’ 
Piece in the final Waltz, The Suite, Op, 25 (1924-5) is 
a brilliant tour-de-force, strictly twelve-tone in clas- 
sical forms like a Prelude, Gavotte, Musette, Inter-

mezzo, Minuet, and Gigue, while the two Piano Pieces, 
Opus 33a and b (1929 and 1932) display a further ex- 
tension of Schoenberg’s twelve-tone techniques. 


The only other complete recording of Sc! Te’s 


piano music "is" that by Glenn Gould on Columbia MS- 


7098. It’s very good, but Gould, as usual, tends to be 
erratic, ignoring expression marks, overpedalling and 
even leaving out some notes in the Opus 19 miniatures. 

Jurg von Vintschger, who recently put aut an album of 
piano music by Honegger, takes a more classical ap- 
proach fo the pieces than Gould, which produces better 
results. The only piece when von Vintschger fails is in 
Opus 33a, where he pays little attention to Schoenberg’s 
dynamic markings, For a really superb performance of 
that piece plus the Piano Suite, one has to consulta 
long-deleted Epic disc by Charles Rosen, And then 
there’s the old recording of the complete music by 
Schoenberg’s friend Edward Steuermann, which is highly 
Tegarded by many and which Columbia should re-issue 
soon, 

The sound on the new Turnabout album is good, but 
the surfaces on my copy were far from quiet (though 
those on the Canadian/Columbia pressings of the Gould 
album aren’t very good either), Turnabout, incidentally, 
also has a good yersion of Schoenberg’s Piano (and 
Violin) Concerto on TV-34051S, though the phony stereo 
of the recording sounds pretty disorienting unless played 
monophonically,

Four con- 
certs of relatively modern music will be heard between 
October and December, all centered around Bartok’s 
three piano concertos and his violin concerto, Here’s the 
lineup:

Spring by Aaron Copland, Stravinsky’s Symphony in 
Three Movements, and Four Sea Interludes from Peter 
Grimes by Britten, Simon Streatfeild conducts. 

November 4 — Bartok Piano Concerto #2, Second 
Orchestral Set by Charles Ives, Floating by Nordheim 
(who’s hé?), and Lukas Foss’ Baroque Variations, Lukas 
Foss conducts. The last work consists of three dream- 
like sections based on themes by Handel, Scarlatti, and 
Bach. The Bach section (‘Phorion’) ends with a ducl 
for organ and percussion which includes everything but 
the kitchen sink. 

November 19 — Bartok Piano Concerto #3, Kaleid- 
oscope by Canadian composer Pierre Mercure, and 
Shostakovitch’s Fifth Symphony.

In none of the large dept, stores they 
visit can such an item be found, He finally accepts a 
cardboard one with a garish plaid design and then has 
the brainstorm of blowing the rest on some furs for 
friends back home, He gets the furs butas he is boarding 
the plane for Rumania the suitcase bursts open, The furs

In Rumania accompanied by the inevitable translator- 
escort (this time a man by the name of Petroscu who 
had translated into-Rumanian Types, Pierre, Life on the 
Mississippi, Sister Carrie, Winesburg, Ohio, Across 
the River and Into the Trees, and On The Road) Bech 
“confronts” a Rumanian writer and his wife who had 
accompanied him on a night-club tour, “They stood, 
the two of them, on the cobbled Pavement, as if on 
opposite sides of a transparent wall on one side of 
which was lacquered with Scotch and the other with 
Vodka. The other’s rimless glasses were misted and 
the resemblance to Teddy Roosevelt had been dissipated, 
Bech asked him, ‘What do you write about?”” 

“The wife patting her nose with a hankerchief and 
struggling not to cough, translated the question, and 
the answer, which was brief, “Peasants”, she told 
Bech. “He wants to know, what do you write about?” 

“Bech spoke to him directly, “LA BOURGEOSE,” he

In Bulgaria Bech pursues a mild flirtation with a 
poetess, is introduced to a collection of Bulgaria’s 
literary nabobs and czars and the meeting ‘‘was the 
usual one, the one that, with small differences, he had

To the Bulgarian poetess Bech 
inseribes a note on one of his jacketless copies of 
The Chosen (not to be confused with another more 
Popular work of the same title) stolen from the U.S, 
embassy in Sofia this message, “Dear Vera Glavan- 
akova — It is a matter of earnest regret to me that 
you and I must live on opposite sides of the world,” 

Back in America Bech temporarily deserts his apart- 
ment and heads off to a Massachusetts island with his 
mistress, his mistress’s sister, and her two kids. In 
this country hide-away crammed with “‘other writers, 
television producers, museum directors, under-secret- 
aries of state, old NEW MASSES editors possessively 
squatting on seaside acreage bought for a song in the 
Depression, movie stars whose forties films were now 
enjoying a Camp revival, and hordes of those handsome, 
entertaining professionless prosperous who fill the 
chinks between the celebrities’ — in this country 
hide-away Bech meets a former student of his Wendell 
Morrison — “English 1020 at Columbia, 1963,” Wendell 
thinks Bech is IT as a writer but it develops that 
Wendell is also into, besides literature i, LSD and 
pot. Bech’s mistress Norma wants some LSD because 
it will be an EXPERIENCE. Upshot of the Meeting of 
the Generations — everyone gets high on pot in prep- 
aration for an LSD trip — Wendell and Norma go to 
Wendell’s place — Wendell and Norma return and 
announce they have flushed one gram of LSD down 
the toilet — that night Bech slips out of Norma’s 
bed and takes up with her sister Bea. 


In the next chapter, entitled BECH PANICS, Henry 
accepts an invitation and fee of $1000 to visit a southern 
rich girls college and talk literature, The college has 
two “colored” girls because the student body by its 
own initiative had integrated itself, Bech at dinner one 
evening gets into a “literary” conversation with one 
of the two who was “rather light-skinned, with an 
Afro hair-do cut like an upright loaf of bread; she 
spoke to Bech in a voice from which all traces of 
Dixie had been clipped. “Mr, Bech,” she said, ‘‘we 
admire your gifts of language but wonder if you aren’t 
now and then, somewhat racist?” 

“*Oh? When?” — 

“In TRAVEL LIGHT, for example, you keep calling 
Roxanne a Negress,” 

“But she was one.” He added, “I loved Roxanne,” 

“The fact is, the wordhas distinctly racistovertones.’”” 

‘Well what should we call them?” 

“I suppose you might say ‘black women,”? But her 
primness of tone implied that she, like a spinster lec- 
turing on male anatomy, would rather not call certain 
things anything at all Bech was momentarily roused 
from his funk by this threat, that there were holes in 
language, things that could not be named, He told her, 
“Calling you a black woman is as inexact as calling me 
a pink man.” 

““She responded promptly, ‘“‘Calling me a Negress is 
as insulting as calling you a kike,’? 

Before leaving Bech awards a poetry prize of $25, 
“writing-as citation: 

Miss Haynsworth’s poems strike me as technically 

accomplished making their way as good loyal citizens 

under the tyranny of rhyme, and as precociously rich 
in those qualities we associate with poetesses from 

Sappho on — they are laconic, clear-eyed, gracious 

toward the world, and in their acceptance of our 

perishing fraility, downright brave,” 

Bech then goes to London where he is interviewed by 
a non-smoker non-drinker named Tuttle who is going to 
do the DEFINITIVE Bech interview for the OBSERVER, 
Bech also takes up with a society columnist named 
Merissa, Results of the DEFINITIVE interview—‘Quer- 
ies concerning the flowery, not to say fruity, style of 
THE CHOSEN, Bech shrugged off the entire problem of 
style, claiming (facetiously) that he never thinks about 
it . . . Of the book’s profound failure, the crippling 
irreconcilability of its grandiouse intentions and the 
triviality of its characters’ moral concerns, Bech 
appears blissfully unaware, taking refuge in the charming 
if rather automatically gnomic, disclaimer that “as you 
grow older, life becomes more complicated”... This 
interviewer was struck by Bech’s breezy garrulousness; 
his charm operates as a screen against others — their 
menacing opinions, the raw STUFF of their life — just 
as, perhaps, drink operates within him as a screen 
against his own deepest self-suspicions . . . counter- 
revolutionary nostalgia . . . possibly ironical faith in 
“entrepreneurnism” . . , nevertheless undoubted verbal 
gifts.”

The new acoustics in Albert Hall 
are still worse than those on Salisbury plain, , , John & 
Oko will cut their next record standing on their heads, 
their bottoms painted `to resemble each other . .. 
Swinging L. was a shade more swingy this week when 
the darling American author (Travel Light, Brother Pig 
and don’t look blank their in Penguins) Bech dropped in 
at Revolution and other In spots. The heart of many a 
jaded bird beat brighter to see Bech’s rabbinical curls 
bouncing in time to “Poke Salad Annie” and other Now 
hits. Merissa says: Hurry Back, H.B,, transatlantic men 
are the most existential... He was visiting Londinium 
to help push la creme of his creme, BECH’s BEST, a 
J. J. Goldschmidt release, with a dull, dull jacket — the 
author’s pic is missing. Confidentially, his heart belongs 
to dirty old New York...” 

In the last chapter BECH ENTERS HEAVEN, a pantheon 
of greats near greats and others who have got press 
officers who convince everyone that they are great, Here 
Bech’s nostalgia for his Jewish past and very pushy 
possessive Jewish mother is exposed for all to read. 
Closing sentence “He had made it, he was here, in 
Heaven, Now what?” 

After Heaven the two appendices A andB, Here follows 
a quote at random — “‘Nov,5 . Lake Sevan, grim gray 
sulphuric beach, lowered lake six feet to irrigate land, 
Land dry and rosy, Back at hotel, man stopped in lobby, 
recognized me, here from Fresno visiting relatives, 
said he couldn’t finish THE CHOSEN, asked for auto- 
graph, Dinner with Armenian science fiction writers, 
Kate-in her element, they want to know if I know Ray 
Bradbury, Marshall McLuhan, Vance Packard, Mitchell 
Wilson, I don’t, I say I know Norman Podhoretz and they
